In his office Attorney General Canale, who was forced to accept 
the delay philosophically, glanced through an advance copy of a book 
which later appeared under the title The James Earl Ray Hoax, by 
JcK'chem Jflfisten, an American writer living in Munich, who had pub- 
lished mmny political exposes. 

Joestcn, one of several authors who had attacked the Warren Com- 
mission report, had written in an earlier book that President Kennedy s 
assassination had been a plot involving the FBI, tire CIA, Dallas 
police, and even some of Kennedy’s aides; that he had been shot from 
the grassy knoll and that Oswald was an innocent dupe whose rifle 
had been planted by police. 

Dr. King’s killing, Joesten’s new book asserted, had similar earmarks. 
Jbv, too, was a dupe, and his rifle had been planted in Canipe's door- 
wav'. The plotters, in New Orleans, were Southern businessmen who 
joined with the Klan and Wallace supporters to kill King in order ‘to 
, trike fear into the hearts of the black people and deprive them of 
cfi.-ctivc leadership.” The conspirators had contacted Ray in Missouri 
Suto Penitentiary, hired him to act as a decoy-to lay down a false trail 
-and arranged his escape. To confuse the police in Memphis, there 
wen two James Earl Rays, similar in appearance, speech, and behavior, 
driving two identical white Mustangs and later traveling abroad on two 
copies of the same false passport. 

Hing. wrote Joesten, was actually shot from the bushes under the 
bathroom window, which explained the statements of Solomon Jones 
»rx! “Corobread” Carter. After the shooting the two white Mustangs 
off in different directions, which explained the reports of white 
Muitjngs seen simultaneously in opposite ends of Memphis.

They believed there had been a conspiracy 
m Dallas; that the full story of the Robert Kennedy assassination was vet 
to be known; and that James Earl Ray was either a hired gunman or a 
patsy and so either the tool or dupe of a conspiracy. 

Several matters were to trouble Fensterwald with respect to the Kine 
assassination, one, particularly, when the name of Raoul, Ray’s mysterious 
colleague, appeared. Fensterwald had copies of two photographs. One 
was a snapshot taken in Dallas on November 22, 1963, hah an hour 
after President Kennedy’s murder, showing two men crossing Dcalev 
Plaza with an FBI agent.
